The cited art of record fails to teach a touch screen having a touch screen substrate with 
electrical contacts, and conductive vias through the substrate and electrically connected to the 
electrical contacts, and an OLED flat-panel display having a display cover and a display 
substrate wherein the touch screen substrate forms the cover or substrate of the OLED flat-panel 
display, the conductive vias are electrically connected to electrical contacts located on the 
display substrate, and the substrate of the OLED flat-panel display protrudes beyond the display 
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cover to provide electrical connection to the electrical contacts of the display substrate and the 
electrical contacts of the touch screen substrate as defined in claim 1. Therefore, claims 1-5 are 
presently allowed.
